Sir : 

This statement is in reply to the Interview Summary dated 
May 24, 2004. 

The undersigned agrees with much of the substance of the 
Examiner's interview summary. However, during the discussion, 
the undersigned did point out that some of the prior art cited 
in the application does refer to compounds that have been 
patented for use in the treatment of atherosclerosis and 
restenosis. In this regard, U.S. Patent 6 291 437 is 
particularly relevant. This patent provides evidence that, 
contrary to the Examiner's position; etiology of 
atherosclerosis and restenosis is not immature. Therefore, 
the record does not support the Examiner's suggestion that 
additional evidence is required to show that the specification 
complies with the enablement requirement.
